HE REPORT OF THE North Chattanooga church 

} on page 13 is a significant one. This church has 

had a remarkable history both in the Church of 

God and in the city of Chattanooga. Located near the 

downtown area, it has wielded a great influence in the 

city and has become an accepted and honored voice 
there. 

North Chattanooga is due our compliments, so the 
Evangel heartily congratulates pastor Bill Brown and the 
splendid congregation for the wonderful work they are 
doing. 

However, this provides us an excellent opportunity to 
look over the entire Chattanooga situation. For several 
years the eyes of the Church of God have been turned 
toward this quiet southern city. Our churches there have 
enjoyed a remarkable growth in the face of unwonted 
difficulties and oppression. Fainthearted persons feared 
for the future of the Church there because of baseless 
attacks upon it, but God has so blessed that the disadvan- 
tages and trials faced by the churches have served only 
to make their achievements all the more notable. 


Between five and six years ago, we had seven congrega- 
tions in the city, but that number has been doubled today. 
In 1947, there were slightly over a thousand members in 
the city, but today the fifteen churches have nearly 
doubled in membership and in Sunday School attendance. 
The membership is 2,018 and the Sunday School attend- 
ance averages 2,158 each week. 
Even more impressive is the increase in property value 
over this same period. In 1947 our property totaled 
$208,000, but today the figure is $780,500. This increase 
represents some of the finest new auditoriums, educa- 
tional plants and parsonages both in the Churcn of God 
and among the other denominations in Chattanooga. 
The North Chattanooga church, seen on the cover picture, 
is but one of several large church plants in the city. The 
East Chattanooga, Missionary Ridge, East Ridge, and 
Fourth Avenue churches are exceptionally well equipped 
for the teaching and training program of the Church. 
Most of the other congregations either have or are build- 
ing nice edifices. 
One of the reasons for this growth is the unity of 
ur brethren there. Their solid front resisted the raids of 
others on their congregations; their stable spirituality 
made hollow the accusations of the malcontents. God 
blessed them so that they have not only increased mate- 

lly and numerically, but they have grown in confidence 
and faith. 
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One of the main factors is, I am sure, the unusual 
fellowship and cohesion evident there. The churches are 
organized in an area ministers’ association and monthly 
fellowship service. This has impressed the city and 
makes them one of the most conspicuous church groups 
listed in the local newspapers. 

Last week I was reading the Chattanooga paper as I 
flew to an appointment in another city. On the church 
page were listed a total of forty-nine Churches of God. 
These are the congregations located in the city and its 
suburbs. These forty-nine churches in the Chattanooga 
area speak one voice in unity, and they labor together 
in the faithful cause of declaring the whole counsel of 
God to their communities in this latter day. 

Knowing their trials, their labors and their faith- 
fulness, as I do, I gratefully thanked the Lord for His 
Spirit and power.

captives in distress. He came that we might be 

free—that we might have life and have it more 
abundantly. He brought us victory over sin, death, hell 
and the grave; and, for a few minutes, I would like for 
us to consider the meaning of our freedom in Christ. 


When we are converted, we become new creatures in 
Christ Jesus. Old things are passed away and behold all 
things are made new. We change masters. We no longer 
serve Satan, but we are delivered from his dominance. 
Just as God delivered the children of Israel out of the 
Egyptian bondage, so we, too, are delivered spiritually out 
of the slavery and bondage, of Satan. In Christ we won 
a victory; we found freedom from several different things. 


The first thing to note is that we now have freedom 
from:sin. Sin can be defined in many ways but I like 
to think of it in the terms of Paul when he says that it 
is a serving of the creature rather than the Creator 
(Romans 1:25). It is a refusal to fulfill the purpose of 
our creation. It is to refuse fellowship with God. It is to 
be selfish, striving to please self rather than God. It is a 
living unto self wholly exploiting all of one’s time and 
the pride of life. Basically, sin is selfishness. 

Sin is defined, also, as a transgression of the law. But 
the letter of the law kiileth. We are now saved by the 
grace of God. We no longer keep the law of God as a law 
that is to be kept but we live by the principles of Christ, 
motivated by love. Thus we have freedom over sin and the 
Law. 

The Bible states that “the wages of sin is death.” Thus, 
the second thing to note is that we now have freedom 
from death. What is death? Death is a state of separation. 
Physical death is a dissolvement of the body, soul and 
spirit. The body returns to the dust, the spirit to its 
maker and the soul to the place that it determines while 
it is living here on this earth. When a person dies he is 
immediately separated from the cares of this world, the 
needs of this world and the friends of this world. There 
is no longer any communication between him and those 
living in the world. He is completely separated from the 
world. Spiritual death, which is the second death, also 
results in a separation. No longer can man have fellow- 
ship with God, but all communication between him and 
God is broken.

The third thing to note is our freedom from hell and 
the lake of fire. Hell was prepared for the Devil and his 
angels, but we find that there are also others who are 
going there. The wicked, the hypocrites and impostors in 
religion, all who wilfully violate the plain and positive 
precepts of God, the intemperate, the profane, the liars, 
those who neglect Christ altogether, the backsliders (John 
15:6), and everyone whose name is not found in the 
Book of Life will be cast into the lake of fire. 


YES, AS A BORN AGAIN child of God we are 
free from all of these things. However, freedom alone is 
not enough. To be free from is to be neutral. But freedom 
for freedom’s sake leaves one without responsibilities. One 
is much like the young person who has been dominated 
by strict rules all of his life and suddenly finds himself 
twenty-one and no longer dominated. He thinks that it is 
wonderful to be free. If he is not careful, soon, his free- 
dom is short-lived and he learns the awfulness of really 
being dominated by the powers of Satan. Thus what 
man needs is not just freedom but a responsible free- 
dom. In other words, he needs to be free to some responsi- 
sibility. Christ knew this, and he did not provide freedom 
for freedom’s sake but replaced our “freedom from” with 
a “freedom to.” In salvation we find ourselves free from 
being mastered by Satan, but our freedom is one of 
responsibility. 


We are free from sin, but free for salvation. No longer 
do we live for the creature. We have stopped such living. 
However, we have the responsibility of now living for the 
Creator. We are free from death. Nothing can “separate 
us from the love of God which is in Christ Jesus.” Yes, we 
are free. Therefore, we ought to live joyfully, fully, com- 
pletely in the realization that we now have life everlast- 
ing, unseparated from God our Father and Christ our 
Saviour. We are free from hell and the lake of fire, but 
we are free for heaven. Therefore, we ought to act, walk, 
talk and be like those that heaven is prepared for. We 
are children of God. We are free to be obedient children, 
to love, serve and do the will of God. 


We were once in bondage to Satan without hope—lost 
in darkness. Now we are in bondage to Christ. Yes, it is 
bondage. We were bought, not with silver and gold but 
with the precious blood of Christ. We are thus free from 
Satan, but free for Christ. However, there is now one main 
difference in our bondage. Whereas we once served

The “Father of his Country’ not only led 
in the fight for freedom, but also led 


his country in prayer. 

HE WASHINGTON HOME was a religious home. 

j The father and mother of George Washington 

were members of the Church of England, almost 

the only denomination of Christians in Virginia at that 

time. Everybody in that region went to church whenever 

there was service. In childhood, George formed the habit 

of regular attendance at church and of participating in 

the worship. He received from his parents daily instruc- 
tion in the Bible and the Prayer Book. 

When Washington was twenty-one years of age—1753— 
he was commissioned by the governor of Virginia to carry 
dispatches to the French commander in western Penn- 
sylvania, near the present site of Pittsburg. He called to 
see his mother and explained the nature of his mission. 
As he was leaving, his mother repeated what she had 
said to him before, “My son, neglect not the duty of 
secret prayer.” Never did a mother give better advice to 
her son, and never did a son more conscientiously follow 
it. It seems to have been his uniform practice throughout 
his whole life. 

Washington was a lay reader of the Episcopal Church 
in the French and Indian War. While occupying Fort 
Necessity, during the encampment at Great Meadows in 
1754, it was his practice to have the troops assembled for 
public worship, and it was his custom to have prayers in 
the camp. 

Colonel B. Temple, who was one of his aides in the 
French and Indian War, said that he had “frequently 
known Washington, on the Sabbath, to read the Scriptures 
and pray with his regiment, in the absence of the chap- 
lain.” 

September 1, 1774, Washington left home for Philadel- 
phia as a member from Virginia of the First Continental 
Congress about to meet in that city. It met on the fifth. 
The first two days were spent in organizing and arranging 
preliminaries, when it was proposed that the sessions 
should be opened with prayer. 

John Adams, in a letter to his wife on the day following, 
thus describes the scene: 

“Washington was kneeling, and Henry, and Randolph, 
and Rutledge, and Lee, and Jay, and by their sides there 
stood, bowed in reverence, the Puritan patriots of New 
England.” 
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A gentleman asked Mr. Secretary Thompson how he 
should be able to know Washington. Mr. Thompson 
replied: “You can easily distinguish him when Congress 
goes to prayer. Mr. Washington is the gentleman who 
always kneels down during prayer.” 

Washington was in the habit of asking the divine bless- 
ing at his table. On one occasion, from the force of habit, 
he performed this duty when a clergyman was present— 
an instance of indecorum quite unusual with him. Being 
told of the incivility, after the minister’s departure, he 
expressed his regret at the oversight, but added, “The 
reverend gentleman will at least be assured that we are 
not entirely graceless at Mount Vernon.” 

Probably few Christians have been more attentive to 
their private devotions at all times in all circumstances. 
No matter how urgent the business which engaged his 
attention, he never forgot his daily dependence upon God, 
and that His favor must be sought in earnest prayer. 

George Washington Parke Curtis says that it was Wash- 
ington’s custom at Mount Vernon, after attending church 
in the morning, to “read a sermon or some portion of 
the Bible to Mrs. Washington in the afternoon. 

“Sometimes he would sit as if he forgot that he was 
not alone and raising his hand would move his lips 
evidently in prayer. 

“Feeling that the hour of his departure of this world 
was at hand; he desired that everybody would quit the 
room. They all went out, and, according to his wish, 
left him—with his God. 

“There, by himself, like Moses alone on the top of 
Pisgah, he seeks the face of God.” 

It seems that*he desired to be alone a little while for 
private prayer.

just come into the room. She was dressed in the 

regular Eskimo regalia—a fur-lined parka and 
boot-looking shoes called Muklux. But our attention was 
not on how Pricilla was dressed. Her face told a story. It 
revealed eagerness and anticipation that was. evident, 
even though subdued and partially covered by a char- 
acteristic shyness. She, as well as many others, had been 
waiting many moons for their preacher to come, and at 
long last he had arrived. Words are inadequate to describe 
the happiness and the complete satisfaction that reg- 
istered in her every movement and manner. 


After introductions were concluded she shuffled over 
to a chair and sat down. With her leather-tanned wrin- 
kled old face aglow and radiating with Christian joy, 
she said in a low half-apologetic voice, “our preacher 
here. I thankful. I pray now.” And she did pray. She sat 
in a chair with her eyes closed and her hands in her lap 
literally breathing out blessings and benedictions upon us 
through sincere prayer and praise. I shall never forget 
how she prayed. She forgot about J. H. Davis, Overseer 
of Alaska and Wade H. Horton, Foreign Missions Field 
Representative of the Church of God; for neither names, 
titles or positions had any place in this prayer. There 
was no play of words here to impress. She did not pray to 
be heard by mortal men but by her Heavenly Father to 
whom she seemed to be accustomed to speaking. She 


A LL EYES WERE UPON an old woman who had 
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prayed a few faltering words in English, then she began to 
pray in her native language for she could express herself 


in no other way. * 
It is true we could not understand this prayer. She 


was not “praying in the understanding,” as far as we were 
concerned, but she was definitely “praying in the Spirit.” 
Heaven was no longer away off in the unknown. Heaven 
had moved, even though semi-silently, into that awe 
filled room. It had been, in a tangible way, transferred 
from the celestial to the terrestial that day. Oh, Brother 
and Sister, it was there! Let the agnostic argue his doubts; 
let the infidel, with all his unbelief, berate the Bible and 
religion; let the atheistically educated humanism of this 
day parade its learning (or ignorance) before this gullible 
generation; as long as heaven is produced and made real 
by a simple prayer of an unlearned and unpretentious 
old Eskimo woman, I’m going on my merry way believing 
this marvelous message of salvation through Calvary’s 
Cross. 


The prayer was short. It was neither prolonged or 
pompous, but it was potent and powerful. After just a 
few words had rolled from the lips of this humble cld 
soul, this holiness preacher was audibly sobbing and the 
tears were flowing abundantly and freely. Brother Davis, 
the Overseer, Brother Cowdell, the new pastor, Sister 
Cowdell and Sister Edna Kelty (the lady preacher who 
had been taking care of the work) were all weeping and 
praising God. Any honest unbeliever in missions would 
have been converted by the heavenly atmosphere that 
encompassed this little meeting. It would have convinced 
anyone of the value of reaching these under-privileged 
people—yes, and reaching all people everywhere with the 
good news of salvation through Jesus Christ. 


Many have argued that the natives are always asking, 
and even begging for many things, but this old lady was 
not asking us for anything, she was giving something to 
us. She was giving us treasures, unseen and unredeem- 
able but tried and true—treasures, not to be bought with 
money, but of infinitely greater worth than anything this 
old world can afford. No, it’s not all a taking-in, as any 
person who has visited the missions field will readily tes- 
tify; but they give out something of immeasurable value 
to a missionary, which is real sincere appreciation for 
bringing the gospel to them. 


This precious old soul was full of gratefulness to God 
for sending Brother and Sister Cowdell to Kotzebue, 
Alaska, to serve as pastor, and thankfulness to them for 
leaving their homeland and coming to this cold north 
land beyond the Artic Circle. After a short conversation 
she arose and bowed politely, and smilingly bade us good- 
bye and left us as quietly as she had come. She departed 
but her spirit seemed to disintegrate and become a part 
of each of us and remain for quite some time. Every one 
of us was peculiarly and unexplainably effected by this 
visit. We all felt that we had “entertained an angel un- 
aware” but certainly not unrewarded. Time will not erase 
the memory of this beautiful scene. 


When I have retired after a full and happy ministerial 
life of service in the Church of God and am sitting before 
the fireside watching the embers of fire glow in the late 
evenings, reminiscing of past days, this meeting will, no 
doubt, parade before my eyes many times to bring back 
afresh the joy and sweetness of the prayer of that old 
Eskimo woman.

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ING SOLOMON’S THRONE surpassed all others 

in earthly majesty. It was of ivory overlaid 

with pure gold. There was a stay on either side 
of the throne with a lion standing by it. Before the throne 
was a footstool of pure gold. Six steps led up to the 
throne. Twelve lions lined these steps—one at either end 
of each step. 

The Queen of Sheba stood before these steps and 
beheld Solomon in his glory. As she stood before the 
throne she inquired of Solomon, and he told her all her 
questions. When she beheld the glory of his kingdom and 
heard his wisdom, there was no more sprit left in her. 


Today, we have a throne—the throne of grace—where 
sits One in a glory greater than Solomon’s; and He is 
Jesus Christ our Lord, our King, the Saviour of sinners. 
God calls you, Reader, to this throne. There is only one 
way of approach. Any who come to the throne must come 
by the only ascent—the six steps. The Old Testament is 
full of hidden gems which sparkle in the light of the New 
Testament truths that are revealed by the Holy Spirit. 
There are hidden truths in these six steps. Each step is 
distinct and separate from the others, but all lead upward. 
There are two parts to each step—the rise, vertical face 
of the step, and the tread, horizontal face of the step. 
Each of the six steps to the throne have two aspects as 
we shall now see: 


Step One—The rise of this step is conviction, and the 
tread is confession. It is the work of the Holy Spirit to 
bring conviction of sin. God has given a conscience to all 
of mankind. It is here that the Holy Spirit works. Before 
we can be saved from a life of sin, we must be convicted 
that we are sinful. The Word of God warns about having 
a “conscience seared with a hot iron,” 1 Timothy 4:2, and 
also about being “hardened through the deceitfulness of 
sin,” Hebrews 3:13. The Holy Spirit uses the Word of God

to bring conviction to a man or woman, boy or girl. It is 
right here that a decision has to be made. God has done 
His part. Before any progress can be made, it requires an 
act of the will on the part of the man, woman, boy:‘or 
girl. This act of the will is expressed by confession of sin. 
Confession of sin brings the individual to face the rise of 
the next step. 


Step Two—The rise of this step is repentance, and the 
tread is restitution. Many persons have confessed their 
sins without going any farther. Confession is quite often 
nothing more than an acknowledgement of sin unless it is 
fired by a hatred of sin that results in repentance. Con- 
fession can never take the place of repentance. When 
John burst on the scene in the days when religion was 
perverted by the traditions of the Scribes and Pharisees, 
his message was repent. The apostles, fresh from the up- 
per-room experience, preached under the anointing of the 
Holy Ghost—repent. And, an echo came from the vaults of 
heaven when the resurrected Lord gave the message to 
the seven churches—repent. Without genuine repentance 
the sin-hardened heart cannot receive the life-giving 
Word of God that will make him wise unto salvation. 
Repentance is more than sorrow for sins committed. 
Herod, the king, was exceeding sorry when he was 
trapped into giving the command that John the Baptist 
should be beheaded, but he did not reverse his command. 
He did not repent. There must be a turning away from 
the sins which have been confessed. It is here that we 
come to the tread of the step—restitution. Without res- 
titution, we have found, from experience, that repentance 
does not last. There must be a willingness in the heart of 
the repenting person to put right the wrongs of a past 
life wherever it is possible, otherwise the chains of sin 
will never be broken. The cry of the heart must be for 
complete and total deliverance from sin and all of its 
ramifications. 


Step Three—This is a most important step. It is the 
step of believing the Gospel. “With the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness; and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation,” Romans 10:10. The rise of 
this step is believing. The tread of this step is confessing 
the name of Jesus Christ before men. This step is a 
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distinct step—quite separate from those preceding it. Men, 
women, boys or girls can be convicted of sin, and they 
may even confess it, but unless they repent and make 
restitution it does not profit them to believe the gospel. 


The rise of step number three is also to be distinguished 
from its tread. It is one thing to believe the gospel, but 
believing the gospel does not save men, women, boys o1 
girls until they stand on the tread of confessing the 
name of Jesus Christ before men. “As many as received 
Him, to them gave He power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believed on his name,” John 1:12. This 
power is given when a man, woman, boy or girl confesses 
the name of Jesus Christ. “They overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb, and by the word of their testimony,” 
Revelation 12:11. It is by testifying that the power of 
God is released in the life of the believer to live an over- 
coming life. Confessing the name of Jesus brings an 
obligation upon the believer to depart from iniquity, 2 
Timothy 2:19. You may have been a “believer” for years, 
but it is not until you name the name of Jesus that the 
world looks to you to behave differently from what you 
have. It is when you confess His name that He takes up 
His work as your faithful High Priest in heaven and 
confesses your name to His Father. Confessing the name 
of Jesus Christ with your lips is to be followed by water 
baptism. In water baptism, the old life is buried and the 
man, woman, boy or girl rises up out of the water to 
walk in a newness of life empowered by the Spirit of 
God. 


Step Four—Step number four is sanctification. The rise 
of this step is separation from the world with its affec- 
tions and lusts. The tread is consecration unto the service 
of God, to “present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is your reasonable service,” 
Romans 12:1. The joy of sanctification comes only when 
the all is laid on the altar. Separation from the world 
can be cold and mechanical and even be critical and 
pharisaical. Positive surrender unto God in a life of 
unlimited service, freely and willingly offered, brings a 
joy that can be found in no other way. It has been 
written—“The odor of sanctity is not a mustiness, but the 
fragrance of the new-plowed field and the thirsty earth 
refreshed.” 


Step Five—This step is the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
The Baptism of the Holy Ghost is the gateway to the 
glory of God and the gifts of the Spirit. The rise of this 
step is the illumination of the Holy Ghost when He takes 
the things of Jesus and makes them real to us. The 
tread of this step is the power and demonstration of the 
Spirit; the temple is filled with the glory of God and His 
power is demonstrated by the operation of the gifts of 
the Spirit. 


Step Six—This is the last step before the person ascend- 
ing the six steps to the throne reaches the throne level. 
The rise of this step is the operation of the gifts of the 
Spirit for the purpose of lifting the believer into the 
place where he is prepared to step on to the throne level. 
The tread of this step is the overcoming life—abiding in 
Christ (John 15). When on this step the fruit of the Spirit 
is consistently manifest in the life of the believer. He is 
full of the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Each step must be deliberately taken. Not one can be 
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missed. Those ascending are approaching the King, while 
the whole of the King’s court looks on. The whole plan 
of redemption is comprehended within the scope of these 
six steps leading up to the Throne. When the one ascend- 
ing steps off the sixth step on to the throne level as an 
overcomer to sit with Him in His throne (Revelation 3:21) 
he will be glorified. 


How wonderful to tread these six steps! Reader, have 
you taken the first step yet? If not, face the throne of 
God and when you look up and see Him in His holiness 
you will cry like Isaiah of old “Woe is me! for I am 
undone; because I am a man of unclean lips, and I 
dwell in the midst of a people of unclean lips: for mine 
eyes have seen the King, the Lord of hosts,” Isaiah 6:5. 
When you see Him you will desire to draw near unto 
Him. Then, onward, upward—confess your sin, repent of 
it, make restitution, believe the gospel, confess the name 
of Jesus Christ with your mouth, depart from iniquity, 
consecrate your life unto God, receive the Holy Ghost, 
and let Him illuminate your mind and covet the gifts of 
the Spirit, then live an overcoming life. Then you will 
find, as you behold Jesus Christ, the greater than Sclo- 
mon, that you will acknowledge, as the Queen of Sheba of 
old, that the half has never yet been told.

The Church of God Evangel 
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the title for this sermon; but realizing the great uni- 

versal truth which they declare, I think them very 
fitting for the story that I want to try to retell from the 
sixth chapter of Saint John. 

The record in this chapter is somehow strangely and 
sadly disappointing. It begins in glory and ends in seem- 
ing ruin. It begins with miracle power and multitudes of 
worshipping people; it ends with stark unbelief and a 
dozen fearful disciples. At the first, it is a healing cam- 
paign, tremendously successful, with the people lauding 
and praising the evangelist; at the last, the revival is a 
seeming “flop,” and the preacher is forsaken and despised. 
Why? Well, this failure came about, not because of the 
evangelist; or because of those trying to help carry on 
the campaign; but it came because the congregation was 
made up of men and women who never got their vision 
any higher than those Judean hills where the meeting 
was held. 

They were the type of people who will follow a preacher 
as long as he keeps them in an upheaval of excitement. 
If he is half magician and the other half superman, he 
can command their attention. If he can keep the ma- 
terial, the sensational and the extremely emotional 
coming, he will have crowds to hear him preach. But just 
let him begin to get down to the business of preaching 
the truth of God’s Word; let him begin to tell the 
sinners that they will have to repent of their sins in 
order to see God in peace; just let him pull the cloak of 
self-righteousness off the hypocrites, and ask them to live 
a decent life by the Word of God and the blood of the 
Lamb; and they’ll leave him before he gets to pass the 
offering plate one time. 

At any rate, let us examine this revival meeting a 
little closer and see if we can get the full story. 

Christ was doing the teaching and preaching, and there 
was a great multitude of people gathered around him be- 
cause they had seen the miracles which He had per- 
formed on the sick and diseased. It was about lunch time 
and the Master was concerned about the welfare of His 
listeners. He turned to Philip and asked, “Whence shall 
we buy bread, that these may eat?” This He said to 
give Philip a little test in faith, “for he himself knew 
what he would do.” Philip did not bother to try to answer 
the Master’s question, “Where?” He looked at the situa- 
tion from an entirely human standpoint and seemed to 
reply, “No use to talk about where we will buy bread 

hen the real question is, ‘How?’ Judas says that our 

asury is almost empty.” 

About that time Andrew slipped up and said to Jesus, 
“There’s a lad here, which hath five barley loaves, and 
@: small fishes. . .” Then, probably, with a timid, doubt-

The Master did not scold either Philip or Andrew, but 
had them to arrange the people in companies so that 
they could be fed. Then He took the bread and fish, 
gave thanks and began to distribute to the disciples the 
broken bread and fish. My, what a sight! Five thousand 
men, besides women and children were fed out of one 
small boy’s lunch basket. When everyone was finished 
eating, there were twelve baskets of fragments gathered. 
However, this great crowd of people missed the real sig- 
nificance of this miracle. Mark tells us “They considered 
not (understood not) the miracle of the loaves: for their 
heart was hardened.” But let us notice the immediate 
results of this miracle. 


AFTER THESE MEN saw this great sign, and 
had their stomachs bulging from the delightful feast, 
they began to say among themselves, “This is of a truth 
that prophet that should come into the world.” They 
knew, from the prophetic words of Moses, that there was 
One to come—a Deliverer similar to Moses—who would 
be able to gather all the people unto himself. They talked 
about how God, through Moses, fed the children in the 
wilderness for forty years; and then they thought, “This 
man can do the same thing, He is a miracle man—just 
what we want. He can feed us, take care of us; heal our 
diseases, and everything will be free. This is the kind of 
fellow that we need as our king. In fact, let us make 
Him our king.” 

Just as they had failed to see the real significance of 
the miracle, they also had a false conception of the 
Messiah and His kingdom. His kingdom was not to be of 
this world. He cared not for political conflict. World 
conquest, through war and blood-shed, was not His idea 
of conquering men. Instead, He hoped to reveal God the 
Father, God’s love, and God’s plan of salvation to a sin- 
cursed world; and thereby, establish a spiritual kingdom 
composed of all who would believe on Him. No, His was 
not to be a kingdom based on materialism. He intended 
for men to look beyond this world with its brief existence, 
its falling empires and kingdoms, to a world eternal in 
the heavens. Therefore, when they came to make Him 
king by force, Jesus withdrew from them. Mark also tells 
us that He had His disciples to get into a small boat to 
go to the other side of the lake. Then, somehow, He 
dismissed the crowd and went to the mountain to pray. 

Later, as the twelve made their way across the lake, 
they, probably, were filled with wonder and disappoint- 
ment from what had happened. Just when there had 
been a move on to make the Master king, He had stopped 
the whole procedure. Evidently, He had thrown away His 
chances of setting up a kingdom of which they certainly 
wanted to be a part. About that time, when they, probably, 
were doubting that He was actually the Messiah, a storm 
struck down on the little lake; and they all began to 
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fear for their lives. Just when everything looked hopeless, 
they were filled with more fear when they saw a ghost- 
like figure approaching on the water. Then, to their relief, 
they heard Jesus cry out, “It is I: be not afraid.” They 
welcomed Him aboard the ship, and at the Master’s com- 
mand, the storm ceased. It seems that Christ gave them 
a special sign to convince them that He was truly the 
King of Glory with power. 

Early the next day the crowds began to gather from all 
over the country to see what Jesus, the Miracle Man, 
would do. They soon discovered that both Jesus and His 
disciples were not at the meeting place of the day before. 
Knowing that the disciples had gone across the lake, the 
crowd “also took shipping, and came to Capernaum, seek- 
ing for Jesus.” When they pulled up to shore on the 
other side, they were bewildered by the sight which they 
saw. There was just the one boat which the disciples 
had used in coming across, but there was also the Master 
with His disciples and no sign of a boat in which He 
could have crossed the lake. They had seen the disciples 
go across the lake without Jesus, but by some miracle 
He had got across, also. So, they rushed up and began to 
inquire, “Rabbi, when camest thou hither?” 

The Master did not bother to answer their question of 
when or how He had come across the lake; but, to their 
further surprise, He told them why they had come to Him. 

“Ye seek me,” He declared, “not because ye saw the 
miracles; but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were 
filled.” What better drawing card can a church have in 
this age than to offer prizes of material goods, or sponsor 
a meeting which offers a feast, free of charge? Yes, some 
people, who refuse to go to church any other time will 
show up bright and early on a special day when the 
church intends to spread a large table of food at noon. 


NOT CARING FOR MIRACLE power or spirit- 
uality in any form, this crowd had come, said Jesus, 
because they had eaten and were filled. Then He began 
His sermon of the morning by saying, “Labour not for 
the meat which perisheth, but for that meat which en- 
dureth unto everlasting life.” 

They interrupted His sermon to ask, “Oh, it will take 
labor will it? Well then, tell us, what shall we do that we 
might work the works of God?” My, what a disappoint- 
ing answer Jesus gave them! He said, “This is the work 
of God, that ye believe on Him whom He hath sent.” 


This brought them face to face with the greatest issue 
of their life—would they believe on Jesus? To try to get 
around Jesus, they did a most insulting thing. Putting on 
one of Satan’s favorite garbs, they had the brazen au- 
dacity to say to Jesus, “What sign shewest thou then, that 
we may see, and believe thee? What dost thou work?” Oh 
my, what impudence! With the smell of fish still on their 
breath from the day before, they asked Him for a sign. 
Had they not seen Him heal the sick? Had they not seen 
His own hands multiply the bread and fish? Probably, 
some old hateful Pharisee, still picking fish from his 
teeth, walked up and had the unmitigated gall to say, 
“Show us something that we can see and we will believe.” 
Maybe, right there is the place where the “seeing is 
believing” philosophy began. People still want to see 
signs so they can believe. In many cases, they can’t 
accept the Bible for what it says; they want tangible 
proof. In this way Satan tempted Christ. He said, “If you 
are the Son of God, do this and do that” and so forth. 
Years later, Christ told Thomas, “Because thou hast seen

me, thou hast believed: blessed are they who have not 
seen, and yet have believed.” No, one does not have to see 
to believe, but he certainly does have to believe to see 


Then, the Master continued His sermon. He told of a 
bread—different from the manna in the wilderness— 
which, if one would eat, he would never hunger again. 
He went on to add that He, Himself, was that living 
bread. 


This statement caused another interruption in His ser- 
mon. The people began to murmur at Him. Disregarding 
His message, they mumbled to each other, “Is not this 
Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father and mother we 
know? How is it then that he saith, I came down from 
heaven?” 


My BROTHER, beware, when the congrega- 
tion begins to murmur while the preacher preaches. 
That’s the first step in stopping a revival, or killing a 
church, or hindering sinners—when the saints quit pray- 
ing and go to murmuring. 

Despite the rising commotion, Jesus preached on and 
declared that they would have to eat His flesh and drink 
His blood or they would have no life in them. Then, 
they strove among themselves. Yes, murmuring always 
leads to strife. When people get their feelings and emo- 
tions aroused in the wrong way far enough, they lose 
their sense of fairness and reason. 

Even then, the Master preached on, but the crowd 
was not hearing Him any more. In an angry uproar, 
they were walking out on Him. They had come to see 
His miracles—not Him. They had come to eat what He 
had provided —not to accept Him. It is true that they 
wanted life. It is also true that Jesus wanted them to 
have life. However, the life which they wanted was mere 
physical life, with no thought of the future. He wanted 
them to have the more abundant life which comes about 
by receiving Him and being cleansed by His blood. Never- 
theless, they rejected the spiritual and eternal for the 
temporal. They walked away saying, “It’s too hard. Who 
can hear it?” 

I, too, have seen them go. Sinners, who did not want 
to give up their sinning to live for God; others, who 
would have no way unless it was their way; others, who 
just did not have time; others, who would not deny them- 
selves for Jesus. Yes, I have seen them—as Jonah—flee- 
ing from the presence of the Lord, forsaking the house of 
God, turning their eyes from the light, rejecting the Word, 
the Spirit, and the pleas of the preacher, not seeming to 
realize the awful consequence of turning their backs on 
Jesus. 

“From that time,” John said, “many of His disciples 
went back, and walked no more with Him.” What a 
heart-rending thought—to walk no more with Christ! No 
more to hear His voice! No more to feel the touch of 
His hand! No more to feel the heart burning in His 
presence! No more to know His love and forgiveness! 
Alas! One of the unfathomable mysteries of this age is 
that men can so easily turn to walk no more with Christ. 


Then Jesus asked the twelve, “Will ye also go away?” 
Peter answered, “Lord, to whom shall we go? thou has 
the words of eternal life.” At least here, in the hour of 
bitterness for the Master, there was one encouraging 
thought. Simon Peter was beginning to realize what really, 
made up Christ’s kingdom. He recognized the fact,

The inside of the 
church is plastered and has oak floors; the furniture is of light oak finish and cost us over $3,500.

November 13 was a great day for 
the North Chattanooga Church of God. 
The entire church property was ded- 
icated free of debt by Charles W. Conn, 
Member of the Executive Committee 
from Headquarters and Editor-in- 
Chief of Church of God publications. 
Brother Conn was equal his usual 
self and delivered a masterful sermon. 
He has filled the pulpit at North 
Chattanooga a number of times in the 
past few years and is deeply loved 
and respected by the congregation. 

The propery dedicated includes the 
main auditorium, small auditorium, 
church office, Sunday School office, 
anced a rest rooms, ladies’ 
ounge, and large Sunday School 
rooms, built in 1947 under the pas- 
torate of A. H. Batts; the departmen- 
talized Sunday School and Youth 
annex conta: g 20 rooms, built in 
1951 under the pastorate of Ray H. 
Hughes; and a three-bedroom brick 
— e next door, also built under 
he pastorate of Brother Hughes in 
1949. These buildings are located near 
the downtown section of Chattanooga 
at 501-505 North Market Street and, 
including furnishings, are valued at 
$150,000. 

The church has a radio broadcast, 
“The Bread of Life,” each day from 


6:00 to 6:15 p.m. Monday through 
Friday over rails station WAPO, 1150 
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on the dial; and, according to the 
latest published official Hooper Rat- 
ings, it is tied for first place in listener 
audience among the six radio stations 
in Chattanooga. 

The church first started in a dwell- 
ing on Chambliss Street in North 
Chattanooga in 1915 and was set in 
order in 1916 with Brother Anderson 
as pastor. He rented a frame tabernac- 
le a few blocks away on Merriam 
Street where they worshiped for a 
year or so. I. D. Bayne was the next 
pastor, and, under his leadership, a 
frame building was built in 1917 on 
Bell Avenue. Then followed pastors 
Nelson (W.T.), King, Grissom, Harmon 
(Walter), Roberts (1.G.), under whose 
pastorate the first parsonage was built 
(next door to the church about 1915), 
and Whittington (H. L.). While Broth- 
er Whittington was pastor, the frame 
building and parsonage burned and in 
1927 a nice brick building was erected 
on the same location on Bell Avenue. 
Next followed J. L. Goins who, with 
the congregation, retired the note 
balance and the building was dedica- 
ted free of debt in the early thirties. 
Then came the following pastors: E. 
L. Simmons, who remodeled the inte- 
rior and added four new Sunda 
School rooms; Hughes R. Morehead, 
under whose pastorate another par- 
sonage was purchased on Snow Street.
